With  the  realization  that  this  is  the  last 
opportunity  I  shall  have  to  greet  you  before 
Christmas,  I  would  like  to  bring  you  a  mess- 
age of  peace  and  happiness.  However,  the 
figures  coming  to  us  from  all  the  various  gov- 
ernmental agencies  are  such  that  I  cannot 
assure  anyone  of  the  peace  and  happiness  I 
would  wish  for  all.    The  future  is  not  bright. 

In  my  last  communication  to  you  I  thanked 
God  that  the  figures  of  enrollment  on  the 
campus  and  in  all  our  schools  were  better 
than  we  had  anticipated.  I  still  thank  God 
that  the  figures  then  released  are  holding 
steadily.  There  have  been  withdrawals, 
many  of  them,  to  the  various  armed  services; 
yet  the  over-all  picture  is  good.  But  of  the 
future  we  cannot  have  the  same  confidence. 

You  all  know  better  than  I,  what  a  reduced 
student  body  can  mean  to  our  college.  You 
saw  it  once  before.  Please  God  we  shall  not 
go  through  that  experience  again.  But  now 
is  the  time  to  take  the  steps  to  see  that  Alma 
Mater  is  not  faced  with  the  difficulties  that 
she  was  forced  to  face  a  few  short  years 
back.  And  that  is  why  I  am  turning  to  the 
Alumni  as  a  whole,  asking  for  their  complete 
and  active  support  of  our  endeavors. 


Whatever  we  have  tried  to  do,  we  felt  we 
had  the  support  and  the  backing  of  our 
Alumni  body.  The  new  buildings  on  the 
campus,  the  growth  of  the  various  faculties, 
the  renovation  of  Alumni  Headquarters,  all 
were  inaugurated  because  we  felt  that  it  was 
what  the  Alumni  wanted,  what  they  approv- 
ed. Through  your  Alumni  Board,  your  elected 
representatives,  we  heard  your  wishes,  your 
thoughts,  your  ambitions  for  your  Alma 
Mater. 

And  so  we  turn  again  to  the  members  of 
the  Association  to  ask  vour  support  and 
backing.  On  November  10th  we  put  in  place 
the  corner-stone  of  our  latest  building:  His 
Excellencv,  Archbishop  Cushing  blessed  the 
stone  and  the  building-  and  addressed  the 
students,  faculty,  Alumni  Board  and  friends. 
In  December  we  shall  open  the  Alumni  Cen- 
tre, with  the  25  year  class  the  first  group  to 
use  the  new  quarters. 

On  a  truly  Catholic  note,  let  me  wish  you 
and  yours  a  truly  happy  Christmas,  happy 
in  the  sense  that  it  brings  peace  of  soul  to 
men  of  good-will.  May  the  Infant  King  bring 
into  your  lives  and  homes  His  peace,  the 
peace  of  being  one  with  Him  and  His  Blessed 
Mother  in  all  we  do.

Very  Rev.  William  E.  Fitzgerald,  S.J.,  was 
appointed  Provincial  of  the  Society  of  Jesus 
for  New  England  on  October  10  by  Very 
Very  Rev.  John  B.  Janssens,  S.J.,  General  of 
the  Society  of  Jesus  in  Rome. 

Father  Fitzgerald  was  serving  as  dean  of 
Fairfield  University  in  Connecticut  at  the 
time  of  his  appointment.  He  succeeded  Most 
Rev.  John  J.  McEleney.  S.J.,  who  became 
Bishop  of  Jamaica.  B.  W.  I.,  a  few  months 
ago.  In  the  interim  Rev.  James  H.  Dolan, 
S.J.,  had  been  acting  provincial. 

Father  Fitzgerald  was  born  in  Providence 
in  1901.  Graduating  from  LaSalle  Academy 
he  entered  the  Societv  of  Jesus  in  1919.  He 
first  became  known  to  B.  C.  students  when 
he  taught  at  the  Heights  from  1926  to  1929. 
Tn  the  years  following  he  studied  in  Lvons. 
France  and  at  the  Sorbonne  and  the  Univer- 
sitv  of  Berlin  returning-  to  this  countrv  in 
1937.  After  comnletino-  his  tertianshit)  at 
St.  Robert's  Hall.  Pomfret.  Connecticut,  he 
returned  t0  B.  C.  in  1929  until  1942.  That 
vear  the  Jesuit  Fathers  returned  to  the  State 
nf  Maine  in  an  official  canacitv  for  the  first 
time  since  the  davs  of  Rev.  John  Banst.  S.J.. 
t.TiR  first  nresident  of  Boston  College.  Thev 
were  authorized  to  teach  at  Cheverus  High 
School  in  Portland.  Father  Fitzererald  be- 
came the  first  rector.  He  remained  there 
until  1949  when  he  was  appointed  Dean  at 
Fairfield  University  which  is  the  first  school 
established  by  the  Jesuit  Fathers  in  the  State 
of  Connecticut.

B.C.  Honors  Jurist 


Boston  College  conferred  the  honorary 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  on  November  4 
on  Paul  Francis  Kotaro  Tanaka,  Chief  Jus- 
tice of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Japan.  The 
presentation  was  made  by  Very  Rev.  William 
L.  Keleher,  S.J.,  President,  at  a  Law  School 
faculty  dinner. 

Dr.  Tanaka  is  a  prominent  Catholic  layman 
in  Japan.  He  became  a  convert  to  the  Cath- 
olic faith  in  1926.  In  1936  Pope  Pius  XI 
bestowed  on  him  the  honor  of  Commander 
of  the  Papal  Order  of  St.  Sylvester.  In  1949 
Pope  Pius  XII  selected  him  to  accompany  the 
Papal  legate  throughout  Japan  on  the  fourth 
centenary  pilgrimage  honoring  St.  Francis 
Xavier.  He  received  another  honorary  doc- 
tor's degree  from  the  Catholic  University  of 
Santiago,  Chile,  in  1939.  For  many  years  he 
has  been  a  strong  opponent  of  birth  control 
as  a  remedy  for  Japan's  economic  problems. 

Dr.  Tanaka  served  as  Dean  of  the  Law 
School  of  Tokyo  University  from  1937  to 
1939.  He  was  Minister  of  Education  in  1946 
and  1947.  In  1947  he  became  a  member  of 
the  House  of  Councillors  in  the  National  Diet. 
He  received  the  appointment  as  Chief  Justice 
of  the  Supreme  Court  last  February. 

In  his  citation  Father  Kelleher  said  in 
part: 

"Son  of  an  ancient  civilization,  and  of  an 
ancient  faith,  he  has  been  an  ardent  seeker 
and  a  keen  student  of  all  that  is  best  in  both 
East  and  West.  An  outstanding  educator,  he 
has  been  an  inspiration  to  the  youth  of  his 
people.  An  eminent  scholar,  he  has  enriched 
the  science  of  law  and  philosophy.  A  dis- 
tinguished jurist,  he  now  faces  the  awesome 
responsibility  of  holding  even  the  scales  of 
justice  in  the  difficult  period  of  readjustment 
upon  which  his  nation  has  embarked.  Boston 
College  knows  no  one  more  fitted  to  assume 
this  tremendous  responsibility.  As  he  begins 
his  great  work,  we  are  happy  to  confer  upon 
Paul  Francis  Kotaro  Tanaka — scholar,  edu- 
cator, jurist  and  Catholic  layman — the  de- 
gree of  Doctor  of  Laws,  honoris  causa." 

Dr.  Tanaka's  speech  follows: 

"I  am  deeply  moved  by  the  great  honor  and 
distinction  just  conferred  upon  me.  I  sin- 
cerely doubt  whether  I  deserve  such  an  honor 
from  this  institution  which  has  kept  its  out- 
standing reputation  as  a  center  of  spiritual 


and  cultural  life  of  America,  and  also  from 
which  innumerable  distinguished  personages 
have  graduated  and  contributed  to  the  glory 
of  the  great  republic  of  the  United  States.  I 
must  thank  you,  not  only  on  behalf  of  myself, 
but  of  Japan  and  her  Catholics. 

In  Japan,  for  years  I  have  heard  of  Boston 
College  and  its  important  position  among 
higher  educational   institutions. 

Throughout  our  visit  in  the  United  States 
my  Japanese  colleagues  and  I  have  had  most 
interesting  and  inspiring  contacts  with  emi- 
nent American  judges,  lawyers,  scholars  and 
businessmen. 

What  I  have  felt  is,  that  in  many  respects 
the  problems  confronting  us  in  Japan  in  this 
critical  moment,  and  the  alternatives  for 
their  solution,  are  almost  identical  with 
yours,  and  I  may  say  with  the  rest  of  the 
democratic  world,  that  there  is  no  prompt 
and  perfect  solution  to  these  complicated 
problems. 

However,  we  Catholics,  who  are  being 
guided  by  an  inexhaustible  heritage  of  2,000 
years,  never  hesitate  to  say  yes  or  no,  meas- 
uring problems  with  the  yardstick  of  invari- 
able, immutable  criteria  of  what  is  true,  good, 
and  just.  Of  course  I  mean  these  to  be  the 
principles  of  natural  law. 

Amid  the  chaos  of  divergent  ideologies, 
and  the  .menace  from  communism,  the  auth- 
ority of  other  universities  may  somewhat 
waver.  But  Catholic  universities,  their  eyes 
elevated  to  the  loftiest  ideal,  their  feet  firmly 
rooted  in  true  humanism,  quiet  and  self-con- 
fident, live  up  to  their  educational  mission 
with  determination.  The  independence  of 
universities  not  only  from  the  government 
but  from  any  other  possible  interference  can 
be  safe-guarded  only  when  they  are  conse- 
crated to  the  eternal  and  obective  truth,  to 
what  God  wishes  to  be.  Only  through  this 
way  are  we  able  to  abstain  from  the  chronic 
evils  of  intellectual  arrogance  and  abuse  of 
knowledge. 

The  present  world  is  to  us  particularly 
problematic,  nevertheless  there  have  been 
few  periods  in  history  more  worth  living  in 
and  studying. 

Personally,  I  spent  more  than  half  of  my 
career  in  university  life.  Upon  assuming  of- 
fice in  the  Supreme  Court  of  Japan,  I  have 
been  thoroughly  convinced  of  the  theoretical 
analogy  between  the  autonomy  of  universities 
and  the  independence  of  the  judiciary.  With 
the  same  love  and  zeal  with  which  I  had 
served  the  university,  I  am  firmly  resolved 
to  assume  leadership  in  the  Japanese  judi-

It  showed  mo- 
ments of  brilliance  but  the  assignments  were 
too  difficult  for  a  young  and  inexperienced 
team  that  was  also  plagued  by  injuries  to 
key  men. 

The  1950  football  squad  had  talent,  nerve 
and  a  wonderful  competitive  spirit.  It  dis- 
played a  talent  which  gave  notice  of  a  bright 
future  in  Boston  College  football.  It  had 
nerve  to  stand  up  to  overpowering  odds  and 
battle  the  giants  only  until  overcome  by  the 
more  experienced  players.
